In between these two 
extremes exist most of 
our First and some of our 
Second Division clubs 
who seem happy enough 
to think of a number, 
double it, add a few 
noughts and damn the 
long-term — consequen- 
ces. 

The clubs have 
created the $2 million 
plus transfer market in 
this country. 

There would be no $2 
million players. if the 
clubs were not prepared 
to pay that sort of 
money, just as there 
would be no ticket touts 
if the fans didn’t buy 
from them. 

This wheeling’ ~and 
dealing in millions was 
illustrated perfectly in a 
report in The Guardian 
just after Wolves 
manager John Barnwell 
had signed Andy Gray 
for a record $3 million in 
September 1979. 

Before signing Gray, 
Barnwell knew that he 
had to sell Steve Daley, 
who went to Manchester 
City for just $50,000 less 
than Gray's price. 

This deal underlined 
‘one of the major advan- 
tages of the current 
transfer system. 


While millions change 
hands, the money 
generally speaking con- 
tinues to circulate within 
the game. 

The bulk of the $28 
million spent in 70 major 
deals during the summer- 
is still within the em- 
brace of the 92 bank ac- 
counts held bythe clubs. 

Another point to 
remember, of course, is 
that any profit clubs 
make is liable to a 52% 
corporation tax. 

\f aclub has $2 million 
profit just over half goes 
to the government. 

But if they spend the 
$2 million on a player 
they don't pay any tax 
and they can also 
reclaim tax paid the 
previous year. 

1 would support the in- 
troduction of a regulator 
system — fees to be 
decided by a formula in- 
volving the player's age, 
salary and grade of club. 

A similar system is 
employed for transfers 
between EEC countries 
and the recent move of 
Arsenal's Liam Brady to 
Italian club Juventus ex- 
poses the inadequacy of 
our present methods. 

Arsenal could have 
sold Brady to another 
English club for a fee of 
between $2 and $4 
million. 
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As it was Juventus 
paid around $1 million, 


but had they stuck 
ruthlessly to Article 
Three of the UEFA 


regulations concerning 
transfers between EEC 
countries, as they were 


entitled to, Arsenal 
would have received 
substantially less. 


Article Three states 
that in order to establish 
the fee the player's gross 
income shall be 
multiplied by a coef- 
ficient factor which 
varies according to his 
age. In no event can the 
fee exceed two million 
Swiss Francs 
($1,140,000).

Having attracted bids 
of $3 million from 
English clubs, the player 
and his lawyer then 
negotiate a massive 
signing-on fee with the 
foreign club, who can 
buy the player for $2.8 
million less than their 
English counterparts. 

1! envisage such tran- 
sfers happening with in- 
creasing regularity. 

The only losers are the 
English clubs. If they try 
to buy players of similar 
stature from clubs within 
the EEC they discover 
that these players earn in 
a week what our top men 
earn ina month. 

There are no easy an- 
swers to a complex 
problem. But the in- 
troduction of a regulator 
system, such as that 
employed within the 
EEC, would end the 
astonishingly high fees, 
make life easier for the 
smaller clubs and con- 
siderably harder for 
foreign rivals.
